1. SUMMARY. GON WILL SUPPORT CONCURRENT ADMISSION 

OP SOUTH AND NORTH KOREA TO UN MEMBERSHIP; FAVORS NON- 
PREJUDICIAL TERMINATION OP UNCURK; AND OPPOSES ANY 
EPPORT TO DISMANTLE UNC. END SUMMARY. 

2. EMBOPP PRESENTED AIDE MEMOIRE BASED ON REPTEL (A) 

TO MPA (NORBART, CHIEP POLITICAL AFPAIRS SECTION, 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS DIVISION) AUGUST 21. HE 
INDICATED CHARGE WOULD BE MAKING HIGHER LEVEL APPROACH 
ALTER WORKING LEVEL HAD BRIEFED ON CONTENTS OP AIDE 
MEMOIRE. NORBART STUDIED AIDE MEMOIRE CAREPULLY AND 
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SMALL PARAGRPH IN UNCURK REPORT INDICATING THAT TIME 
HAS COME TO DISBAND UNCURK SINCE IT NO LONGER HAS ANY 
REAL PURPOSE. NORBART SAYS GON DID NOT ANTICIPATE 
PROBLEMS EROM OTHER UNCURK MEMBERS AT NEXT MEETING IN 
SEOULS 28 AND 29TH ON GIVING UNCURK DECENT BURIAL. 

3. ON UNC, NORBART SAID GON OBVIOUSLY WISHES AVOID 
CREATING "VACUUM” IN KOREA AND SAID AT PRESENT THERE 
NO SUBSTITUTE EOR US TROOPS IN KOREA. NORBART SAID HE 
THINKS SOVIETS AND CHINESE PROBABLY FEEL THE SAME WAY. 

HE STRESSED THAT UNC IS GUARANTOR OF ARMISTICE AND MUST 
REMAIN SO, AND NOTED THAT UNC IS RESPONSIBLE TO SECURITY 
COUNCIL NOT GA. THEREEORE GA SHOULD HAVE NO SAY IN 
ULTIMATE DISPOSITION OF UNC. 

4. ON CO-ADMISSION, NORBART SAID HE THOUGHT IT WOULD BE 
USEEUL EOR TWO KOREAS TO BE ADMITTED. HE OBSERVED 
ADMISSION OF NORTH KOREA CREATED RECOGNITION PROBLEM 
BUT PERSONALLY HE SEES DUTCH RECOGNITION OE DPRK RATHER 
EAR DOWN THE ROAD. EMBOEF NOTED (REE B) THAT WE HAD 
INDICATIONS OTHER MEMBERS OE THE NINE MIGHT HAVE 
PROBLEMS WITH THE CO- ADMISSION OF THE TWO KOREAS. 

NORBART SAID HE WAS NOT AWARE OE SUCH PROBLEMS AND 
ANTICIPATED NINE WOULD BE ABLE TO REACH CONSENSUS ON 
KOREAN QUESTION ALONG LINES HE HAD ALREADY DISCRIBED. 

5. NORBART TOLD EMBOEE GON WAS CONSIDERING CIRCULATING 
DRAET RESOLUTION, WHICH WOULD NOTE ABOLITION OE UNCURK, 
EXPRESS SATISFACTION AT DIALOGUE BETWEEN TWO KOREAS, AND 
URGE THE PRESENT EAVORABLE ATMOSPHERE CONTINUE. NORBART 
SAID DUTCH HAVE NOT YET MADE SOUNDINGS IN NEW YORK ON 
POSSIBLE DRAET RESOLUTION BUT WOULD PROBABLY BE DOING 

SO IN A EAIRLY SHORT TIME. 

6. COMMENT: CHARGE PLANS EARLY CALL ON DIRECTOR OF 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS, MEA, TO UNDERSCORE 
IMPORTANCE WE ATTACH TO KOREAN ITEM AND EXPRESS 
APPRECIATION EOR CONSTRUCTIVE STAND GON HAS TAKEN ON 
THIS QUESTION. 
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
